8. A data receiving apparatus comprisinj 

reservation accepting means for accrating reservation requests of one or more data 
broadcast programs that are sequentially and repetitively transmitted in groups over ones 
of multiple channels such that projgrams in different channels can overlap each other in 
time, 

a reception and storing meansrfor recording one data broadcast program at a time, 

grouping means for grouping the reserved data broadcast programs into one or more 
groups in which each gromp contains programs that interfere with each other with respect 
to recording by the recemion and recording means, 

priority assigning means for assigning a unique recording priority to each group and to 
each program within a group such that all of the reserved repeating programs can be 
recorded in sequence according to the assigned priorities. 

9. The apparatus of claim 8 further comprising means responsive to a request to cancel a 
reserved program jtbr re-prioritizing all remaining reservation requests. 

10. The apparatus of claim 8 further comprising means responsive to a request to add an 
additional program to the reserved programs for re-prioritizing all reservation requests. 



1 1 . The apparatus of claim 8 wherein the grouping means further comprises 
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means for identifying reserved programs that overlap directly with each other or that 
indirectly overlap via another reserved prograirr and 

means for placing all such directly or indire)dtly overlapping programs in the same group. 

12. Apparatus for receiving in a prioritwsequence broadcast data programs that are 
sequentially and repetitively transmitted in groups over ones of multiple channels such 
that programs in different channels can overlap each other in time, comprising 

structure for accepting reservatior/requests of one or more of the data broadcast 
programs, / 

structure for grouping the re^rved data broadcast programs into one or more groups in 
which each group containsyprograms that interfere with each other with respect to 
receiving in sequence, arm 

structure for assignin^a unique receiving priority to each group and to each program 
within a group such mat all of the reserved repeating programs can be received in 
sequence according to the assigned priorities. 

13. A method ofyreceiving in a priority sequence broadcast data programs that are 
repetitively transmitted in groups over ones of multiple channels such that programs in 
different channels can overlap each other in time, comprising the steps of 

accepting reservation requests of one or more of the data broadcast programs, 

grouping the reserved data broadcast programs into one or more groups in which each 
group contains programs that interfere with each other with respect to receiving in 
sequence, and 
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assigning a iinique receiving priority to each group ancKto each program within a group 
such that all of the reserved repeating programs can pe received in sequence according to 
the assigned priorities. 

14. The method of claim 13 further comprising re-prioritizing all remaining reservation 
requests responsive to a request to cancel a/reserved program, - 

15. The method of claim 13 further comprising re-prioritizing all reservation requests 
responsive to a request to add an additional program to the reserved programs. 

16. The method of claim 13 wh/rein the step of grouping further comprises 

identifying reserved programs that overlap directly with each other or that indirectly 
overlap via another reserv/d program and 

placing all such directly or indirectly overlapping programs in the same group. 



1 7. A computer program product for storing a program to control a computer that when 
executed on theycomputer receives in a priority sequence broadcast data programs that are 
repetitively transmitted in groups over ones of multiple channels such that programs in 
different chamiels can overlap each other in time, the method comprising the steps of 

accepting neservation requests of one or more of the data broadcast programs, 



grouping the reserved data broadcast programs into one or more groups in which each 
group Qontains programs that interfere with each other with respect to receiving in 
sequence, and 
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assigning a xinique receiving priority to each group and4o each program within a group 
such that all of the reserved repeating programs can^l^ received in sequence according to 
the assigned priorities. 

18. The computer program product of clain/ 1 7 further comprising computer instructions 
for re-prioritizing all remaining reservatijm requests responsive to a request to cancel a 
reserved program. 

19. The computer program product of claim 17 further comprising computer instructions 
for re-prioritizing all reservation requests responsive to a request to add an additional 
program to the reserved programs. 

20. The computer program product of claim 17 wherein the step of grouping further 
comprises 

computer instructions for identifying reserved programs that overlap directly with each 
other or that indirectly overlap via another reserved program and 



computer instructions for placing all such directly or indirectly overlapping programs in 
the same ygroup.
